On Tuesday the 16th instant, at 9 o’Clock p. »., the Viecroy and Governor General held a Publie 
Durbar in the Marble Hall of Government ITouse, for the reception of the principal Talookdurs of 


Oudh, and the Native Gentlemen of Calcutta and the neighbourhood. . 
The Talookdurs and Native Gentlemen were seated on the right of the Throne, in the order of 
noe. 


On the Governor General's left, xeats were allotted for the Ion’ble the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal, the Chief Justice, the Lord ‘Bishop of Calcutta, His Excellency the Commandcr-in-C! 
Hon'ble Members of Council, the Judges of the Supreme Court, the Members of the Lei 
Couneil, the Judges of the Sudder Court, aud the Civil and Military Officers and Chaplains, aud the 
principal Members of the Non-official Community of Caloutta. 








‘When all were assembled, tho Viceroy and Governor General entered the Durbar, accompanied by 
te Hon'ble Members of Council, the Seeretary und the Under-Secretary in the Foreign Depart- 
ent, and the Personal Staff. 

‘The following Chiefs and Gentlemen* were introduced one by one to His Exeelleney by the 

Secretary, and presented Nuzzurs :—

"The Nuzzure of the others were remitted by the Governor General. 





The other Native Gentlemen present in Durbar were introduced to the Governor General by the 


Under-Secretary. ‘They presented Nuzzurs, which were romitted by His Excellency 





Suitable Khillute were conferred on the Oudh Talookdars, after which the Talookdars presented 
‘an Address to His Excellency the Governor General, which was read in the vernacular by Mubaryja 
Maun Sing, and of which the followmg translation was read by the Secretary -— 


«My Lonp,—We offer thanks first to the merciful and gracious God, the protector of the World 
nd all that dwell there, who, after causing the evil days to pass, has bestowed on us days of pence. 
“Tis world (and all that it contams) is a garden ercated for the enjoyment of God himself, the 
« Phymcian. Whenever cruel rulers waste it, hke the summer sun, by their fierecness, and strip it of 
“af flowers and leaves, then He, through some of Ins chosen Agente, orders the rain of merey ani 
+ compassion, and niakes it gieen and fresh. Aflerwards he regards with fond interest the handiwork, 
+ and makes his chosen Agents beloved and respected throughout the world. ‘Thus lias been exemplified 
+n the troublous times recently gone by, im which, after innueralle calamities had been inflicted by 
+ violent and savage rulers, mereased honor and ‘renown camng to our chosen Queen, who rides upun 
“the Heavens, (may her Empne and power endure) and to your Exeellency, her representative aud 
© gue Lord, dear to the hearts of all. 








“Yn truth, your Excelleney has gained elevated rank and the love of all, and we have obtained 
« an opportumty of showing our gratitude and offering our praises to you 


“My Lord, we not only thank your Excellency for this, that for our benefit, and for the sake of 
« pleasing God, you catinguished vonr unger and displeasure with compassion and meroy, and justly 
*igsued, in succession, advantageous orders and bencical circulars; but we are especially grateful 
“for this, that you came in person to Allahabad to mseue these orders and to sce to their faithful 
execution at all tines. or the purpose of carry mg out the above measures vint sclected Officers 
“whose appomtment was efbeacons m every respect and udvantogrous to the people, My Lurd, 
“that physician alone can attam his object im whose laboratory there are men who can judge of 
«each disease. 





At that time, in one direction, the pale of the fire of the rebellion blazed hizh, and consumed 
"the pla of the Citzene On the other side, the storm of the water of the swords of the troupe 
© of the Commander-in-Chiel, comug m waves to eatmgush the fire, turned the whole kingdow 
“to chaos. In that time of etugele the poor people, strack with infatuation, could not protect 
© themselves, but, Jike annmals im a forest Lurning all around them, and neither able'o fly nor to remain, 
« were overwhelmed 1m destiuchion. 


“ Praised be the late Chief Commnssioner, Mr. Montgomery, and his Assistants, Colonel Barrow 
“and Colonel Bruce, for their wisdom und prudence. ‘These men, in the critical thine, diew the rems 
“of the horse of anger, and spread the carpet of counsel and friendshp. As a good physician firat 
“expels from the buly of the patient the disturbing eause which endangers lis hfe and then appliee 
“retmedies, xo the above Officer removed the evil counsellots and godless fiom among the people 
“through whose mfluence they were bhnded, and unable to distinguish friends from foes, and by th 
© help of his Assistanta above-named bezan to give hope to us, hali-dead through fear. This was the 
© first stage of order and peace. 








“ To gave hope to the patients, a Proclamation, offering protcetion of life and property to all who 
+ should timely euirender and yield submission to the British Government, was ismed, This war 
“cause of confidence; sud had such effvct that great and small, Lemg’ saved from the disease of 
“‘sutatuation, Were restored to therr former state. 








“ My Lord, in former times, on such occasions, it was considered might to subdue the people by 
“severe measures, But in truth God has placed a raler over his subjects to be a father aud mother to 
© hus ereatures, und, agi hav been made incumbent on the ruler to protect the people, o it is lawful 
“for him, in return for that protection, to levy a revenne from them. But it is nat proper for the 
“father to withdraw hue aff ¢1on (rom his infgtuated ehildren and cast them into a sea of diapleasure. 


“Tt wm rather ineprbe:t «1 1 nto hear all patiently, and to try by all means to ayy them. It 
“was thus that, on th: * | Mr, R. Montgomery, your Excellency, through the excellent 
* uppomiment of Mr \' +: pleted all the arrangements which had bean left unfinished, and 
+ fulfilled the duties o* * the Queen, who rides on the Heavenr, (way her Empire and 
« power endute !) and « 1 ur Excelleney’s office, whereby you acquired a distinguished 


name mntong the wise ‘) thank you for the aduption of these mesuntes, the beneficial 
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* offecta of which wore euch as we kad read of only in history. But although these mearures pave 
“ asvarance of sufety to all, yet it must be remembered thut they would not have removed the 
uneasiness and the run which the administration of 1856 had caused, had not your Excellency held 
* out arsurance, through Mr. Wingfield, that the rights which they had enjoyed’ for 800 years but 
“ which were then im abeyance, would be confirmed to them in perpetuity on a new and secuire bass 


“ My Lord, as Nutives of Hindostan, we do not consider our houses our own if the land on which 
* they stand does not belong to us in perpetual nicht, and we do not look upon the people of the house 
* as our own if we have no control over thea, Nothing so much as this eould give vigor to ou: 
“mind aod induce us to offer up prayers to the Almighty for the prosperity of the Butish (Govern- 
“ment. In tollowing the coiire they did on these two pomts, the object of your Excellency’ agents 
“gbove-named was not only to evnsult our happmess, but alvo to strengthen the ties of aflectivw 
“ which subsist between us and the British Government, and have given stability to our State 





“ My Lord, a country may be conquered and a house may he founded by the sword, but the 
“justory’ of centuries proves that the perpetual stabihty of that house depends onthe love of the 
“people. ‘The preseut Assembly may Leheve that the work of the sword 1s to divide, ot to umite. 


“Wise men consider that the basis of Empire is strengthened by the thes of affection, Actuated 
“by this consideration, the Emperor Jullaloodeen Mahomed Akbur, of the House of ‘Limour, followed 
“that course, But it'was left incomplete, m order tu display the fame of Her Majesty the Queen, 
“who rides on the Heavens, and your Excelleney, her Viceroy, who has re-established the Enliel 
“ power over all India, and especially 1 Oudh, on this foundabon, aud lett a goud example to future 
« Sovereigns. 


“ We cannot indeed complain that the former Pole, Judieul, ind Revenue arringements were 
“ not good; but we can undoubtedly say that the alterations made by your Exclleney in these 
© arrangements have proved lughly benchcial to the people, and have falfilled the desysns of the people 
“of former times, And vou have shown that the Queen of England 1s not the Sovereign of the 
« Enghsh only, but 18 considered by che Natives of Hindustan as God’s Vieegerent 





“ We shall specify a few of these — 


“Lat. —There ws the Talookdaree Settlement, which has uot only contmbated to remove the fears 
eof the people, but re-established peace, whieh is only a drop im the ocean of its good effects. On 
“© caretul observation it will be found that the signs of the contentment of the people, such as the 
“establishinent of bavars and girdens, the erection of houses, and the evetvation of tank» and wells, 
“were fower under tie former Settlement with the Zemindirs, than im the tlinty-three months of 
“ the experiment of the present Scttleuent The eatise is, that the former petty Zemmdars were not 
“ able to spend thousands of rupees on such works, and their income was suffiaeut only for then 
“maintenance and the costs of suits which they used to bring agamst each other. By the present 
* arrangements, on the contrary, the Zemindars hve in the cnjoyment of their petty mghts, whieh are 
* fixed by their respective Tulookdars, and have no ciuye to cur any expense, while the Talovkdars 
© on their patt are beut un unproviug their estates, by the construstion of works from the profits of 
“their property. 












« 2ad.—The new arrangements whieh have been made in the Police Department, through Colonel 
“ Bruce and other Officers, have not only protected the hte and roperty_of the people from the hands of 
* thieves and robbers, but also put an instant stop to biibery Oust Ruler! hie and property may 
* druly be sud to be safe when a man enjoys them without any one’s mterlerence. 





“3rd —By the arrangements made in the Judiaal Department, every poor Iyot, without meur- 
“png expense, vithout andergning the trouble of resorting to a Court at a distant place, and without 
“ the intervention of the Amlah, can get his case dveided by bw own ‘Talookdar, who’ undetobands 
+ his affairs, 


“ My Loud, m confirming the aforesmd arrangements, your Excellency has not only established 
“ a elum to our lusting gratitude, but has, beyond doubt, furthered the ends of justice 


+ ‘fhe termtory of Oudh, 10 fieshness and beauty, was beyond comparison witft any garden. But 
“for a tine, being filled with wild and ravenous beasts, 1t beeame a fearlul desert. ‘Thanks | a hundred 
© times thanks! to your Execllency, the kind and the generons, We are grateful also to. the Officers 
“by whose unromitting exertions (his thorny forest ha» become the envy of the garden, This place 
+ your I\celleney auw with astomshment on the 2th October 1859, when you held a general Durbur 
“at duchnow. We shall never forget the remarkable day when your Excellency, as Viceros, 
“ qurrouuded by the Civid and Malitary Offivers, received us, the representatives of the people of Oudh, 
“au Durbar. 


* Your countenance then glowed with affection for the people of Oudh. Blessed ! Blessed ! 
Blessed ' be our beloved Queen, who rides on the Heavens. Blessed be the day and the moment 
“when our Viceroy restored to us those rights which we have enjoyed from tame immemorial, but of 
+ whigh we were for a while deprived, and when you thus fulfilled the will of the Almighty, who 1m full 
« gf mercy and love for hi creatures, and when you conferred on us Khilluts, and Jagheers, and Titles, 
“which all descend ae signs to our posterity. ‘These presente not only disMayed the unbounded 
© geueronty of your heart, but, mage every one desirous of rendering servives to the British Government, 








. "fo youcluding, gar Address, we faryently pray Almighty God to continue to maintain over us the 
protection of Her, Maypsty and your Excellency, and to dispose the hearte of us and of our descen- 
 ganta to pray,und our tongues to pravee, because we can give no other returm for all these favors. 
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His Excellency the Governor General then adagessod the Talockdara in tho following werds, a 
translation of which was afterwards read aloud by the Secretary :— 

“ Tatooxpars or Ounn,—I receive your Address with much pleasure, 

“ Tam glad to acknowledge the spirit of loyalty to the Crown and of attachment to the Govera- 
ment which pereades it. 

Tam glad too that you have chosen to present it to me here, in the Capital of British India, 
* amongst a community of your fellow-subjeets, to whom you and your Province are as yet but litte 
“known, and in the presence of tho Chief Otficers of the State asyembled to receive you. 

You have reforred to various incidents in the reoent History of Oudh, That History hae 
“ indeed beeu an eventful one. 





Six years ago Oudh was the worst governed country in India, Nowhere were life and property 
+ more insecure, of oppression and violence more flagrant. ; 

“Two years elapsed, in the course of which Oudh came under British rule, but mutiny and 
rebellion soon reached the uew Province and raged in every corner of it. 


“Two years more, and rebellion had been crushed and peace restored. Sharp punishment swept 
« the guiltiest from amongst you, but. merey remuined for those who made submission, and favor for 
“ those who were cordial in their allegiance, 


“ Aguin two years, and prosperity has followed so closely upon peace, that there is now no pars 
© of Hindostan more flourishing, or more full of promise for the future, ‘The ancient system of land 
* tenure has been restored, but has been. placed upon a new and clear foundation, ‘The preservation of 
* the great families of the soil bas been encouraged and faci 
* occupants have been protected. Garrisons have been reduced ; Pi 
* so tranquil, that an Enghsh child might travel from one endl of it to the other in s3 
* that its poople have been the most prompt and liberul of all the Natives of India in responding to 
© the cry of theif famishing brethren of the North-West. Whilst you, who are now the independent 
* Magistracy of your Province, have already become, although you are the newest of the Queen's 
“ Indian Subjects, the foremost of them in the practice of self-government, and in enforeing, by your 
“ example and authority, un intelligent reverence for law and order.” 

“ Such are come of the chiet changes, biielly told, w 
“ast few years; und they present lessons which it 
~ fellow-countrymen of all India—to lay to heart,

You have soen it proved hefore your eyes that tlicre is no section, or race, or multitude of you, 
“which can hope to brave the power of the English Government with impunity.

“ although, justice satistied, it is eager to forgive and to forget. 


“ You have seen that those who serve it earnestly it is aever forgetful to reward. 








And you have seen—and you are yourselyes the evidence of this—that it is its wish and 
“ purpote to seek out amongst you the Chiefs and great Landholders of India, those in whom it anay 
* safely repose its confidence, and, having found them, to place power and influebce freely in their 
“hands, and to uphold them to the respect of their fellow-subjects of every class 

“Impress these lessons upon those around you. Teach them to your children. And if you 
“ desire, as to-day you have told mo that you do desire, to show your gratitude for the treatment 
“which you have received, let it be your care, one and all, each in his sphere, to do all that in you lies 
“ to make certain that by no act or example of yours shull the Government which has confided 
“in you be exposed to the reproach: of having inisplaced its confidence, or the gentry of India be 
“taunted with having proved unworthy of their trust. To secure ‘this you have only to continue 
« steqifast, ae you have hitherto been, in the honest and zealous exercise of t 
“ given to you. If difficulties or perplexitica should mect you, bavo recourse to the C 
“sioner of your Province for guidance. You will find him, as yon have found his predecessors,

“Tam glad tq see that you' appreciate ut their value the serviecs which those distinguished 
“ Officers, and others associaled with them, have rendered te your country. 

“ Talookdars, it is uncertain whether I shall ever set foot in Oudh again. Perhaps not. But 
“ though I may now be speaking to you face to face for the last time, the interest which I feel in the 
“« prosperity of your country will never cease, It is adeep interest, and it will be a lasting one, not 
“‘ only beewuse the prosperity of Oudh involves the happinese of seven millions of people, who became, 
sesnhjects of the Queen of England by circumstances which made au anxious care for their well-being: 
“ one of the most sulemn duties that ever fell upon a Governor General of India, but also becausethe 
“ continued success of England’s Government, as it is now administered in Oudh, will bea standin,
